The world can get along without 
many things which are, however, in 
general use, but it cannot get along 
without food, and particularly those 
kinds of food which Canada is spec- 
jally adapted to produce; namely, 
wheat, meats, butter and cheese, The 
world needs food today just as badly 
as it did during the stern days of war, 
and Canada. is pre-eminently in a pos- 
ition to supply that need.

Even 
if they'were not in the dire straits

‘ they would relish the obtaining of 
our Canadian products in large quan- 
tities, and both as individuals and 
governments the nations of Europe 
are prepared to take all the food pro- 
ducts of Canada which we can pro- 
duce and they have it in their power 
to pay for. 

Let it be repeated and emphasized 
—the world needs food and Canada 
is in a position to produce it and get 
the world’s best price for it. 

Under these circumstances, surely 
the lesson for Canada, and the people 
of Canada, is plain. It is to develop 
the food producing capacity of this 
Dominion to the highest degree. 
During the war greater production 
was urged and undertaken by our peo- 
ple as a work of patriotism, as an es- 
sential war-winning work. At one 
time we came perilously close to los- 
ing the war for want of food, but 
the people of Canada, the United 

os States and Britain rallied to the call

To the call of patriotism there is 
added, therfore, a sound business ap- 
peal to greater production. The man 
who puts forth his energies in the 
work of production will not only be 
doing a patriotic work, and rendering 
efficient service to Canada and to all 
mankind, but he will add enormously 
to the wealth and financial strength 
of Canada as a nation, and to his own 
prosperity as an_ individual. 

Prices may not, probably will not, 
remain at their present abnormally 
high level, but in view of the present 


demand. from Europe, it will be a 
long time, if ever, before prices will 
drop to their pre-war level. Before 
the war farmers were not getting 
what they .earned, but in the future 
they must secure such a return and 
they can be assured of it this year 
and in the inimediate future at all 
events. 

The outlook:for Canada is bright 
if our people turn with a will and de- 
vote their energies to greater produc- 
tion. We have 6,000,000 more acres 
of land ready for cultivation than be- 
fore the war, our men are home again 
we have learned new and better meth- 
ods, our country and its national ser- 
vices escaped the destruction which 
fell on other lands. All that is neces- 
sary is for our Governments and in- 
dividual citizens to unite and co-oper- 
ate in a great national cffort of great- 
er production, 

Greater production in all useful 
lines, and especially in food produc- 
tion would, therefore, seem to be the 
one great task, the oustanding duty, 
the splendid opportunity, before Can- 
ada in this new year of 1920. It is 
an opportunity such as comes to few 
nations, and one which will not pres- 
ent itself again in all the fulness that 
is before us now.

Companies Have Contracts for Half 
a Million Pounds of 
Whitefish 

Planning to supply over one mil- 
lion pounds of whitefish during each 
season, the two new fishing compan- 
ies at Buffalo Lake, Alberta, the Al- 
berta Fish Company of Edmonton 
and the Big River Fish Company of 
Saskatchewan, have already been ac- 
tively engaged in fishing operations 
since the season opened on December 
Ist. The first consignment of white- 
fish to arrive from the scene of oper- 
ations at Buffalo Lake has already 
arrived in Edmonton, this being a 
shipment sent out by the Alberta Fish 
Company. This company began mov- 
ing out the shipment on December 3, 
or three days after the season open- 
ed. Already these two companies 
have contracts for half a — million 
pounds of whitefish in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan,

the new companies, there is a short- 
age of whitefish in the smaller lakes 
this season, and the demand for the 
product is likely to be heavy. The 
first carload arriving is of the finest 
quality and commercially establishes 
the great value of Buffalo Lake as a 
future source of whitefish supply.

Ancient Mesopotamia 


In Former Times the Country Was 
Covered With a Network 
of Canals 

Survey research work in Mesopo- 
tamia has revealed the fact that. in 
former times the country was cover- 
ed with a network of canals, showing 
that a very claborate system of irri- 
gation must then have been in vogue. 
Some of these canals were 20 feet 
deep with steep embankments, This 
interesting information was stated by 
Lieut.-Col, G. A, Beazeley Royal 
Engineers, in a lecture given by him 
at the Royal Geographical-Society re- 
cently. He also brought to light the 
fact that the city of Samarrah, which 
is now a comparatively unimportant 
town, at a period before the Christian 
cra must have been one of the most 
populous trading centres of the East. 
The ancient city was 20 miles in 
length and 244 in width, and it is 
estimated that it contained about 4,- 
000,000 inhabitants, There were miles 
of walls and warehouses, and it form- 
ed a converging point for caravans 
from a vast area. Another city in 
Mesopotamia, the lecturer said, show- 
ed traces of having been laid out on 
the lines of a modern American city.

Harvesting Rice in Java 


In any Other - 
Region * 
To see the most primitive methods 
of rice cultivation one must go to 
Java. The Sawahs or paddy fields 
which are seen everywhere — there 
are about 5,000,000 acres of them in 


other countries of the East,-and form 
an equally important part of the ag- 
riculture of the rice-eating nations; 
but the method of reaping is fortun- 
ately almost unknown at the present 
day in any other region. As a resufit, 
the Javanese are still obliged to im- 
port large quantities of the grain 
from Saigon and Singapore to make 
up their own deficit. 

The planting is done as usual, rows 
of women wading down the fields of 
soft mud and inserting little bunches 
of seedlings at regular intervals. With 
the harvesting of the crop comes the 
unique sight of a crowd of Javanese 
men, women and children coming out 
of the neighboring hamlets into the 
first ripe field and then each in suc- 
cession as it ripens. The stems are 
cut one by one about three feet from 
the ground, cach ear being deftly sev- 
ered with a little curved knife and 
stacked in small bundles to dry. 

The whole operation is conducted in 
a genuine holiday spirit and with the 
ainof people not pressed for time, 
In vain have Europeans tried to in- 
troduce mode expeditious methods; 
nothing wiil do but the old time- 
honored process. The harvest is im- 
patiently anticipated by the rural pop- 
ulation, and it is begun and ended 
with general festivities.

Flax Seed Situation 


Large Percentage of the Flax Crop 
Still Remains in the 
Field 

Reports from the prairie provinces 
of crop conditions in respect to seed 
supply indicate that a large percent- 
age of the flax crop still remains in 
the field, and may not be threshed 
before next spring. Experience of 
previous years has shown that such 
flax should not be used for seed un- 
til it has been tested for germination. 
Considerable quantities of good flax 
seed are available in southern dis: 
tricts of these provinces, 

Representations have been made 
that the Canadian Government Seed 
Purchasing Commission should this 
season enter into the merchandizing 
of flax seed, The commission, how- 
ever, has a limited organization, and 
after careful consideration has come 
to the conclusion that the providing 
of seed grain supplies is all that 
may be able to do well. The mer- 
chandizing of flax or any other of the 
smaller seeds will not therefore be 
undertaken by the Seed Purchasing 
Commission.
